AVUhmil any regret or feeling of in- 


sult the people of tills city will dis- 
cover that Lowell Ix apparently ex- 
cluded from the privileges of tho new 
reservation bill which takes the place 
of tho bill of 1912 which would give 
us a beach at Salishury, 40 miles away, 
ivhether we wanted it or nol. The 
new bill is introduced by a Lawrence 
cpresentaLive to take tlie place of that 


which luckily for our point 
of 
view 


was considered unconstitutional a year 
ago. 
Jt will be remembered that when 


the sponsors of the bill that was dis- 
carded looked round for taxable com- 
munities to malic a fine financial addi- 
tion to'the suggested reservation, they 
Jumped over Tewksbury and Dr;n 
and included Lowell, tho biggest slice 
of alt—and llje farthest away. Fortu- 
nately mich a. protest was raised here 
that the bill was eventually defeated,
